Controversy over baiting continues to be 
focal point of problem with violations

Wild game law violations, especially 
the illegal killing of deer, are on the 
increase in Crawford County, 
according to Conservation Officer 
Mark Lutz of the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (MDNR) ficld 
office in Grayling. 


Lutz attributes the increase, in part, 
to the practice of baiting. He said 
some would-be hunters are using tons 
of baitto lure deer into their backyards 
where they stand little chance of 


escaping a violators gun. 

“Deer have become noctumal,” Lutz 
said. ‘““They’re not grazing during the 
day anymore. They just wait until 
night and go straight to the bait pile 
where they can get all the food they 
want.” 

Despite the easy availability of bait 
for deer, Lutz said he does not think 
baiting is making the deer herd 
healthier than normal, because bailing 
is not continued year round. He said 
decr who abandon natural grazing 
habits to feed on easily accessible bait 
could be in for tougher times when the 


Local officials sponsor bill 
to help stop vandalism 


Individuals creating a safety hazard 
by damaging or destroying a school 
bus would face felony penalties under 
legislation sponsored in the Michigan 
House by state Rep. Allen Lowe, R- 
Grayling. 

“Such vandalism endangers lives 
and cannot be tolerated,” Lowe said. 
“What starts as a prank may become a 
lragedy. Tampering also saddles 
school districts with costly repairs and 
interruptions in service.” 

Under House Bill 5304, anyone 
convicted could face a maximum of 
five years imprisonment and a $2,500 
fine. 

David &. Sabin, assistant 
prosecuting attorney for Crawford 
County, urged Lowe to introduce the 
bill after an incident at Grayling High 
School last November. Two Grayhing 
High students were convicted in 
January of damaging the brake lines 
and flattening the tires of 10 vehicles 
inthe Crawford-AuSable Schools’ bus 
garage. 

The episode closed classes for aday 
and resulted in more than $2,500 in 
damages. Sabin said the young men 
were expelied from school and ordered 
to perform 250 hours of community 
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service while on circuit court 
probation, 

“The legislation provides the public, 
through its law enforcement agencies, 
amuch more realistic response to the 
problem,” Sabin said. “Certainly the 
potential catastrophe of a vandalized 
school bus warrants the same type of 
sanctions as that of a crime being 
committed with a firearm.” 

Lowe, a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, agrees with 
Sabin that the law should be changed 
lo reflect the possible harm of such 
action. 

“Because of Dave's cfforts, 
lawmakers throughout Michigan will 
learn more about this problem. I hope 
this legislation will raise awareness 
and result in more appropriate 
penalues. 

“While there were no fatalities in 
the Grayling case, it serves as a 
waming. It's crucial that we deter 
others from this deplorable conduct. 
Considering the consequences of bus 
tampering, we must send a message 
that such behavioris unacceptable and 
violators will be dealt with harshly,” 
Lowe concluded,

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Absentee ballots are now available 


Secretary of State Richard Austin 
today reminded voters that they may 
now apply for an absent voter ballot if 
they plan to be out-of-town for the 
special election on Tuesday, March 
15. 

“The special election requested by 
the Legislature to decide the fate of a 
ballot proposal on school funding 
comes at a lime when many Michigan 
residents willbe vacationing in warmer 
parts of the country or sightseeing 


with their children on spring breaks.” 
Austin said in a released statement. 
“As residents make plans to be out- 
of-town on March 15 they should add 
an absent vote ballot application to 
their list of things to do,” Austin added. 


State law allows registered voters to 
apply for an absent voter ballot 75 
days prior to the election if they plan to 
be out-of-town during anelection. The 
law also extends the right to vote by 


absent voter ballot to individuats 
unable to vote without assistance; 
voters 60 years of age or older, voters 
in jail awaiting arraignment or trial, 
voters working as precinct inspectors 
in a precinct other than where they are 
registered to vote; and voters unable to 
attend the polls because of religious 
beliefs. 


If any of these conditions exist, 
voters should write or telephone their 


city or township clerk to obtain an 
absent voter ballot application, or 
complete the application in person at 
the local clerk’s office. Voters may 
also write a letter to the local clerk 
requesting an absent voter ballot and 
explaining the reasons why, according 
to the Secretary of State office. 


The final day to register for the 
special election is Valentine’s Day, 
Monday, February 14.

to continue some involvement in the 
business. To get all of your Social 
Security retirement benefits, you must 
retire, or at Icast reduce your earnings 
below certain limits, Otherwise, 
some—or all—of your benefits will 
be withheld. Here’s how it goes: In 
1994, if you are under age 65, you can 
earn up to $8,040. For every $2 you 


| cam over this limit, $1 is withheld 
_ | from your benefits, For people age 65 
-f through 69, the 1994 limit is $11,160. 


For every $3 you earn over this limit, 


4 $1 is withheld from your benefits. 


These limits apply tocveryone: people 
wha work for wages and those who 


- J are self-employed. If you are age 70 or 
over, there are no earnings limits. 


When you work for wages, it’s casy 
for us to determine whether you’re 
“retired.” Your camings record tells 
the whole story. 

But when you are self-employed, 
it’s not as simple. For example, if you 
decide to file for benefits, but continuc 
to work part-time in the business, you 
could be in a position to control your 
eamings. In that case, we probably 
will ask you for additional 
information—such as tax returns or 
corporate records. This will help us to 
decide whether you have reduced your 
services in the business to match the 
reduction in your income. In other 
words, the income you receive from 
the business must match the work you 
do. You cannot simply pay yourself a 
small salary to stay under Social 
Security's carnings limits. 

When you file for Social Security

interview and documentation because 
ihe person is retiring from his or her 
own business. Let's say Mr. Davenport 
owns and manages a furniture store. 
His net profit was $65,000 last year. 
He turns 62 in 1994 and plans to file 
for Social Security retirement benefits. 
He decides to incorporate the business, 
naming his wife as president, his oldest 
son as vice-president, and declares 
himself treasurer—paying himself 
$8,000 so he will be under Social 
Security's earnings limit. But he 
intends to continue to control and 
manage the business just as he did 
before he incorporated. 

While Mr. Davenport makes the 
arrangemenis with the best of 
intentions, only when he talks with a 
Social Security representative does he 
leam that his arrangements may be 
improper, The representative explains 
that Mr. Davenport cannot simply 


reduce his income in order to receive 
Social Security without also reducing 
the services he provides to the business, 
Fortunately, Mr, Davenport talked to 
Social Security before he had to file 
amended tax reports and before we 
would have had to make adjustments 
to his Social Security record, Ali of 
these actions could have delayed the 
processing of his retirement claim. 

We encourage you to check with us 
well before filing for benefits to make 
sure you are aware of the 
documentation you will need for the 
interview. Remember—you have to 
“retire” to collect “retirement” 
benefits—or at least significantly 
reduce your involvement in your 
business and keep your earnings under 
the limits.
